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GASLAND INITIATES FOURTH ZONING ATTEMPT 

Rev. Lockhart Retires PLANNING BOARD TO HEAR 
From Pastorate PETITION ON 'BONOMI TRACT' 



dominiums or apartments a 
possible $18,000,000.00 assessed 
valuation. 

In June of 1973, a plan was 
presented to the Planning Board 
to allow for the construction of 
condominiums. It was approved 
by the board but rejected by the 
Town Council, after strong op¬ 
position by residents of Precinct 
Six. 

Last month, Gasland presented 
to the Council, a petition for the 
zone change to construct 
moderate to luxury apartments. 

The Council, as a matter of 
procedure, referred it to the 
Planning Board where it now 
awaits action. 

Opponents of the construction 
on the “Bonomi Tract” have 
made a strong issue on the lack of 
sewer capacity, although the 
petitioner had agreed to abide by- 
rules that may be promulgated 
by the Town not to construct until 
such time as increased sewer 
capacity was made available. 

A $50,000.00 sewer study con¬ 
ducted by the engineering firm of 
Tighe and Bond for the town 
recommended that construction 
of a new trunk line extending 
from Feeding Hills down 
Shoemaker Lane, Adams St., 
Main St., down Leonard and 
across to School St., then to 
Bondi’s Island be undertaken. 
During the past year, the first leg 
of the project was completed to 
School St. with the aid of 80% 


It is obvious why Gasland, Inc. 
has become the largest gasoline 
dealer in New England. Per¬ 
sistence is the word. Not only in 
the pursuit of its business of 
dispensing gasoline but in its 
attempt to develop the “Bonomi 
Tract,” 100 acres of undeveloped 
land on South and Suffield 
Streets. 

Gasland, Inc., the developers of 
Agawam’s Southgate Shopping 
Plaza, has been repeatedly 
rebuffed by the voters. Town 
Meeting and the Town Council. 

It all began some four years 
ago, when the developer 
requested a zone change to A3 
zoning to permit the building of 
luxury apartments. The town’s 
Planning Board approved the 
petition and referred it to the 
Town Meeting which required a 
two-thirds vote. The article was 
narrowly defeated. 

The following year, it was 
again approved by the Planning 
Board and then passed by the 
Town Meeting. 

Strong opposition led by 
present Councilman Paul 
Fieldstad, an abuttor to the tract, 
led the opposition which acquired 
10% of the voters’ signatures and 
placed the issue on the ballot as a 
referendum. Two-thirds of the 
voters voting were required to 
vote in the affirmative to sustain 
the Town Meeting vote of ap¬ 
proval. The issue went down to 
defeat. The petition was denied. 

The petitioner then contended 
that some of the signatures on the 
referendum petition were in 
error and appealed the vote in 
court. The court found in favor of 
the opponents. 

Gasland’s next move was to file 
with the Planning Board, a 
request to sub-divide the 
property to allow the con¬ 
struction of 189 homes. The 
request was approved, but the 
petitioner has not put its option 
into effect, although a Town 
Council or Town Meeting vote is 
not required. 

A member of the Board of 
Assessors has maintained the 
town would have in the con- 


Federal funds which also 
provided for completion to 
Bondi’s Island. 

The Tighe and Bond study 
further recommended as the next 
phase of sewer improvement, the 
construction of what is known as 
the “Three Mile Brook” sewer, 
running parallel to Main St. from 
South St. and connecting with the 
new trunk line at Adams St., 
thereby alleviating an existing 
critical condition in the South end 
of town, including South St. 
where the new apartments are 
proposed. 

There has been some rumor 
and speculation that if the town 
denies the petitioner (Gasland). 
the zone change, he would apply 
directly to the Board of Appeals 
for the right to construct low 
income apartments, under the 
State law Chapter 77-1 acts of 1969 
or more commonly known as the 
“snob zoning” law which, under 
certain conditions, permits the 
State Department of Community 
Affairs to overrule local 
authority in the interest of 
providing housing for low income 
families. 

Officials at Gasland, when 
contacted by this newspaper, 
would neither confirm or deny 
the rumors or speculations. 

At present, Gasland pays 
yearly, taxes of $20,000.00 on the 
unused land, and $80,000.00 on 
other Agawam properties.

Alvigini Will Vacate Council Presidency 


Having presided as the Town 
Council’s first president, Julio A. 
Alvigini, who steered the Council 
through a difficult and critical 
period, will step down from the 
chair at the end of his term. 

Councilman Alvigini, for the 
second time, was re-elected to the 
at-large seat by compiling the 
town’s second highest vote. 

According to the Councilman, 
he is of the opinion, that he can be 
more effective as a regular 


member rather than as Council 
President, because of some of the 
rules adopted by the Council 
which curtails the power of the 
presidency. 

Councilman Kenneth Barnes, 
from Precinct three, has been 
actively seeking votes to succeed 
Alvigini. 

Councilman Rev. Benjamin 
Lockhart is believed to be 
making some overtures and if so, 
will be contesting Barnes. 


There is speculation that 
Barnes is interested in seeking 
the Ninth Hampden District 
representative’s seat now held by 
Rep. Edward Connelly, a 
Republican. 

Barnes is a Democrat and first 
entered in the political arena two 
years ago when he carried on a 
house-to-house campaign for the 
Precinct 3 Council seat. 

He garnered the top precinct 
vote each time out.

Time To Reorganize 
School Maintenance 
And Nursing System 

EDITORIAL 


The article is as follows: 

“The United States dollar took 
another pounding on German, 
French and British exchanges 
. . . It has declined there by 41 
percent since 1971, and this 
Canadian thinks it is time to 
speak up for the Americans as 
the most-generous and possibly 
the least-appreciated people in 
all the Earth. 

“As long as 60 years ago, when 
I first started to read news¬ 
papers, I read of floods on the 
Yellow River and the Yangtze. 
Who rushed in with men and 
money to help? The Americans 
did. 

“They have helped control 
floods on the Nile, the Amazon, 
the Ganges and the Niger. 

“As the rich bottomland of the 
Mississippi is under water, no 
foreign land has sent a dollar to 
help. 

“Germany, Japan and, to a 
lesser extent, Britain and Italy, 
were lifted out of the debris of 
war by the Americans, who 
poured in billions of dollars and 
forgave other billions of debts. 

“None of those countries is 
today paying even the interest on 
its remaining debts to the United 
States. 

“When the franc was in danger 
of collapsing in 1956, it was the 
Americans who propped it up and 
their reward was to be insulted 
and swindled on the streets of 
Paris. 

“I was there; I saw it. 

“When distant cities are hit by 
earthquake, it is the United 
States that hurries in to help . . . 
Managua, Nicaragua, is one of 
the rnost-recent examples. This 
year, 59 American communities 
have been flattened by tornadoes. 
Nobody has helped. 

“The Marshall Plan, the Tru¬ 
man policy, all pumped billions 
upon billions of dollars into 
discouraged countries. Now 
newspapers in ' those countries 
are writing about the decadent, 
warmongering Americans. 

“I’d like to see just one of those 
countries that is gloating over the 
erosion of the United States 
dollar build its own airplanes. 
“Come on, let’s hear it! 

“Does any other country in the 
world have a plane to equal the 
Boeing jumbo jet, the Lockheed 
Tristar or the Douglas 10: If so, 
why don’t they fly them? Why do 
all international lines except 
Russia fly American planes? 

“Why does no other land on 
Earth even consider putting a 
man or woman on the Moon? 

“You talk about Japanese 
technocracy and get radios. You 
talk about German technocracy 
and you get automobiles. You 
talk about American technocracy 
and you find men on the Moon, 
not once, but several times . . . 
and safely home again. 

“You talk about scandals and 
the Americans put theirs right in 
the store window for everybody 
to look at. 

“Even their draft dodgers are 
not pursued and hounded. They 
are here on our streets. Most of 
them . . . unless they are 
breaking Canadian laws, are 
getting American dollars from 
Ma and Pa at home to spend here. 

“When the Americans get out 
of this bind ... as they will . . . 
who could blame them if they 
said 'the hell with the rest of the 
world. Let someone else buy the 
Israel bonds. Let someone else 


Agawam Town Departments are now in the process 
of preparing budgets for the ensuing year. It will be in¬ 
teresting to see the results, if any, of reorganization of 
some departments. 

The Town Council will have the opportunity for the 
first time, to scrutinize closely, the School De¬ 
partment's building maintenance budget, one that in 
the past, created a great deal of controversy in Town 
Meetings. The present maintenance budget, including 
expenditures for the School Nurse program, is re¬ 
ported to be $958,000.00 for 18 months. 

In writing the Charter, the commission charged with 
that responsibility, were unanimous in their opinion 
that the elected representatives of the people have a 
right to not only know what the budget intention is but 
most of all, to be able to ascertain the monies appro¬ 
priated were spent for the purpose allocated. 

The Charter now provides that the Town Manager 
shall be responsible for the maintenance and repair of 
all Town Buildings, including School Buildings. 

The Manager has, at his disposal, the professional 
and technical advice of the Town’s Building De¬ 
partment and he is in the position to use this advice to 
benefit the school system and the taxpayer. 

In addition, the Charter Commission was adamant 
in their opinion that the School Nurses be taken out of 
the control of the School Committee and be brought 
under the jurisdiction of the Town’s Health Depart¬ 
ment. The charter, under section 4-3, excludes the 
School Committee from appointing Health Personnel. 

Since the adoption of the charter, a health study, au¬ 
thorized by the Town Council and conducted by an 
outside professional consulting group, supports the 
original action by the Charter Commission. 

The consultants recommended that Agawam might 
be best served through consolidation of all nursing ac¬ 
tivities into one service unit and that an integrated ser¬ 
vice would focus on the family, rather than a specific 
client and consider the total family context of the 
health problem. 

Through the employment of School Health aides to 
do the routine school health activities, the nurses could 
utilize their skills for increased home visiting. 

As part of the plan, the School Nurses would be ab¬ 
sorbed in the comprehensive service. Almost all the 
routing duties currently performed by the School 
Nurses would be maintained by the trained health 
aides. 

The key feature of this plan, according to the con¬ 
sultants, would be the consolidation of all nurses under 
one dynamic supervisor, who could provide a pro¬ 
fessional focus and direct a vigorous program of ex¬ 
panded nursing service to the community. The func¬ 
tion of these services would be to offer a full range of 
health teaching disease control and prevention and 
morbidity care to the family and the community. 

The charter, as written and accepted, has handed 
down a mandate in the area of school maintenance and 
the School Nurses. It is now the responsibility of (1) 
the Town Manager and (2) the Town Council to see to 
it that this mandate is carried out. 

The time is now.

is necessary to commiP a 
youngster to the Department of 
Youth Services, we intend for 
that child to have longer term 
care that we can’t provide.” 

The Springfield Court has 
jurisdiction over youngsters 
within the city and its suburbs 
which include West Springfield, 

Agawam, Longmeadow, and One out of five homes built 
East Longmeadow. The court since World War II were financed 
staff works closely with the by the Veterans Administration 
Massachusetts Department of Gl loan program. 


In a former furniture store and 
food mart, Judge Tulio A. 
Francesconi and 10 probation 
officers operate a unique and 
effective juvenile court for 
children in the Springfield area. 
Well over 3,000 youngsters in 
trouble with the law have been 
seen by Judge Francesconi and 
his staff since he was appointed 
to his position in December of 
1969. 

Up until that date, there had 
only been one full-time juvenile 
court in Massachusetts located in 
Boston. A bipartisan effort 
among legislators and the 
Governor resulted in the passage 
of a law which created full-time 
youth courts in Springfield and 
Worcester. 

The Springfield Juvenile 
Court’s Chief Probation Officer, 
Miss Flora Millette, a 21-year 
veteran of youth work, said that 
the Court represented more than 
just a place to take young people 
after arrest. “We set about to 
implement a philosophy in behalf 
of youngsters through the 
development of the Juvenile 
Court,” she remarked. 

“Children are responding in a 
much more complicated world 
today,” Miss Millette continued. 
“They are looking for guidance 
and standards as well as op¬ 
portunity. We try to put together 
a picture of each youngster who 
comes to our attention and deal 
with them on an individual basis. 
We then try to serve as advocates 
for them.” 

Judge Francesconi concurs. 
“The judge has two respon¬ 
sibilities. One is to take care of 
the child, and one is to protect 
society,” he commented. “The 
entire ideology of the juvenile 
movement is based on the care of 
youngsters. When we feel that it

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Advise Survivors Of Benefits

The Veterans Administration 
urges veterans who haven’t done 
so to “advise survivors of 
benefits they’re entitled to from 
the agency in event of your 
death.” 

Officials emphasized that 
“failure to do so could cause 
undue anguish during times of 
great emotional stress.” 

“It’s a good idea for veteran 
and spouse to sit down and openly 
discuss important family mat¬ 
ters, including locations of family 
documents, which would 
facilitate filing of claims for VA 
benefits,” it was further 
suggested. 

Such documents as military 


discharge papers, divorce 
decrees, guardianship or child 
custody _ evidence, birth, 
marriage and death certificates 
should be kept safe from fire and 
theft, yet readily accessible. 

Other important details include 
keeping track of GI and com¬ 
mercial insurance policies, “C” 
numbers from VA correspon¬ 
dence, Social Security numbers 
and naturalization papers. 

Veterans also were advised 
that in event of death, the 
deceased’s family or close 
friends should know they can 
check with veterans service 
organizations, as well as VA 
offices, for information or other 
assistance.

land and this was long before our 
friends, the Arabs, curtailed our 
supply. This newspaper is pleased 
to reprint the article as it first 
appeared, which verifies how right 
the Congressman was. 


Washington, D.C., 

— Congressman Silvio 0. Con¬ 
te, R-Mass., today sent a strong 
letter to General George A. Lin¬ 
coln, Director of the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness, de¬ 
manding immediate Administra¬ 
tion action on the home heating 
oil shortage in New England. 

“The home heating fuel situa¬ 
tion is no longer a matter of price 
and supply,” Conte wrote, “it is 
now a crisis imperiling the public 
health and the system of free 
enterprise in New England.” 
“Action is needed now! The 


Number 2 fuel (home heating oil) 
situation in New England is 
desperate,” he said. “Consumers 
are threatened with an inade¬ 
quate supply for the winter. Cur¬ 
rent stocks are dangerously 
low.” 

Conte urged that the Admin¬ 
istration immediately raise the 
quota that independent oil com¬ 
panies can import to 100,000 
barrels a day and that the im¬ 
ports be allowed from anywhere 
in the world. Currently, in¬ 
dependent oil companies can only 
import 45,000 barrels of home 


heating fuel a day and all of it 
must come from the Western 
Hemisphere. " 

He was alarmed, Conte said, 
that the heating oil shortage 
could worsen if the winter is 
usually cold, if there is a curtail¬ 
ment of (delivery) because of 
strikes or if there is an unex¬ 
pected shutdown of even one 
major refinery.” 

The Massachusetts lawmaker 
said he was wary that inde¬ 
pendent oil companies would be 
hurt by the fuel shortage. Many 
independent companies are ex¬ 


periencing difficulty in procuring 
an adequate supply of home heat¬ 
ing fuel, and several major oil 
companies have told their 
dealers that they would receive 
no more supply than last year. 
Some local dealers have been told 
to expect a shortage of 8-12%. 

In New England, about 75% of 
all homes depend on No. 2 home 
heating fuel. The demand 
amounts to 1.5 million barrels of 
fuel a day. The East Coast con¬ 
sumes about 80% of the nation’s 
No. 2 fuel supply.

mittee, stated that residents of 
Southwick were involved in at 
least 60% of the accidents. 

Councilmen Fred Nardi and 
Benjamin Lockhart are also 
members of the Committee with 
Rep. Connelly and Senator Alan 
Sisitsky assisting.

The Church of Scientology's

At the time of this writing, 
Clyde Light, Feeding Hills, is out 
searching for his third deer of the 
season. He bagged a doe in Ver¬ 
mont during the bow season; 
knocked off a nice seven pointer 
during the gun trek. Now he is .p 
in Granville, Mass, hoping to line 
up his sights on a rack. 

1 have been asked many times, 
“how can you hunt and kill deer, 
rabbits, pheasant and other wild 
eatable creatures?” First of all, I 
like wild game meat. It is as 
simple as that. Secondly, the 
challenge of harvesting a deer 
with the bow, an ancient weapon, 
yet lethal when properly used, is 
tantamount only to the 
exhilarating satisfaction of best¬ 
ing the animal in his own habitat. 
The hunter must overcome the 
animal’s sense of smell, hearing 
and sight to be in the position of 
being able to loose an arrow at it. 
Then the final ability is being 
able to shoot the arrow straight to 
the target, the vital area. 

I detest lamb and goat. The 
cooking odors of iamb and goat 
reminds me of cooked human 
flesh. The experience reverting 
back to World War II in the 
Pacific area, enough said. 

There is no justifiable reason 
for man to eat meat. The charac¬ 
teristics of his teeth quickly 
identify him in the animal world 
as a vegetarian. He has molars 
that are intended to grind his food 
before he swallows it, food such 
as grain, vegetables and fruit. 

Bears, with the exception of 
polar bears, are 90% vegetarians. 
But their teeth are a combination 
of molars for chewing and grind¬ 
ing and fangs for ripping and 
cutting. 

Hence, the argument that man 
was intended to be a meat eater is 
not a valid one in defense of the 
sport of hunting. Man learned to 
eat meat for some unknown 
reason eons ago, liked it, and it 
became a vital part of his diet. 
Perhaps greens, roots and fruit 
were scarce at one time leading 
cavemen to hunt the wild animals 
around him for food. 

With these facts in mind, only a 
vegetarian is qualified to criticize 
the hunter. The steak and lamb 
chop eater who thinks his be¬ 
havior is above reproach must 
realize that only the meat counter 
is between him and the bloody 
slaughter house. 

Most of us like meat. If it is 
purchased, we must admit that 
we are paying someone to do our 
killing and are certainly not in a 
|K)sition to criticize the hunter.

The Legislature prorogued 
shortly after 11 p.m. on 
November 30 1 with knowledge of 
a call for a special session prior 
to the end of the year. The special 
session will involve the program 
submitted by Governor Sargent 
based on the energy crisis. 

While it is not yet known 
whether all of the Bills which 
zoomed through in the last few 
days of the session and landed on 
the Governor’s desk will be 
signed into law or not, it is a fact 
that a mind boggling total of $4 
billion will have been ap¬ 
propriated, bonded or earmarked 
for future spending as a result of 
this session's productivity. 

It becomes more apparent that 
the present method of budgeting 
this commonwealth’s annual 
existence must be revised, and 
the sooner the better. The line 
type budget now in existence is 
reminiscent of one trying to 
retain liquid in a vessel punc¬ 


tured with several holes. There 
just aren’t enough thumbs to plug 
up the holes in the dike. There is 
really no way to evaluate func¬ 
tioning of many programs with 
regard to their benefit to the 
commonwealth or whether the 
program has become an eternal 
pork barrel. And, so the obvious 
step taken is to retain the line 
item and increase its funding 
year after year. 

I believe there will be an extra¬ 
ordinary effort made this next 
session to convince the executive 
as well as the legislative branch¬ 
es to submit and to consider a 
programmed budget. If we can 
evaluate and eliminate or bolster 
some programs on the basis of 
their performance and benefit, it 
may well offer some relief to the 
people who carry the load, 
namely, the taxpayer.
